The  Church  Debt. 

January  10,  1909,  the  interest  on  the 
church  loan  was  paid  in  full,  to  date, 
amounting  to  $97.75.  There  was  paid  al- 
so on  the  principal  on  the  same  date 
$179.32,  reducing  the  amount  of  the  loan 
to  $3,731.04. 

Pledges  for  the  Debt. 

The  pledges  are  still  coming  in.  Three 
pledges  amounting  to  over  $200  have  just 
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recentjy  been  handed  to  the  pastor.  So 
far  the  pledges  have  practically  all  been 
unsolicited.  The  pastor  is  frequently 
interviewed  by  the  members  as  to  the 
amounts  they  should  designate  in  their 
pledges.  We  are  glad  to  talk  with  any 
on  the  subject,  but  each  one  is  left  to  de- 
termine this  matter  for  himself.  So  far 
the  pledges  have  all  been  happy  surprises 
to  us.  Surely  the  Lord  is  answering  our 
prayers.  We  are  confident  His  hand  is 
in  this  work.  We  are  now  very  confi- 
dent and  sanguine  in  our  expectations. 
We  started  out  with  the  hope  of  raising 
$5,000.  We  are  encuoraged  now  to  be- 
lieve that  the  Lord  will  give  us  even  more 
than  this  amount.  If  the  members  who 
have  not  yet  filled  out  their  cards  will  do 
as  liberal  things  as  those  who  have  al- 
ready given,  the  amount  will  go  beyond 
the  $5,000  mark.  We  believe  every  mem- 
ber will  do  something,  and  will  give  lib- 
erally. We  want  the  debt  paid  and  we 
want  an  organ  and  the  church  put  into 
good  repair.  If  you  have  not  already 
given  your  subscription,  ask  the  Lord  to 
help  you  to  decide  what  to  do.  Anything 
short  of  this  will  be  a  mistake  on  your 
part.  Be  at  least  open  for  a  talk  with  the 
Lord  about  this  matter. 
Pledges  for  Current  Expenses  for  1909. 
The  Consistory  has  decided  to  give  ev- 
ery member  the  opportunity  to  make  a 
new  pledge  for  1909.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee, at  the  request  of  the  Consistory, 
made  out  a  budget  of  expenses  for  the 
year.  The  committee  did  so,  and  made 
its  report  to  the  Consistory,  and  it  was 
adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote.  The 
amount  stipulated  is  $2,100.  This  does 
not  include  benevolence  but,  includes  pas- 
tor's salary,  music,  fuel,  light,  and  all 
miscellaneous  expenses.  No  special  of- 
ferings will  be  asked  for  during  the  year 
if  the  above  amount  is  provided  for  by 
weekly  subscriptions.  It  is  believed  that 
this  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
whole  church.  The  Consistory  will  ask 
that  each  member  shall  increase  his  sub- 
scription, if  he  feels  that  he  can  do  so. 


Some,  we  believe,  will  double  their  sub- 
scriptions on  weekly  payments,  and  they 
can  easily  do  so.  Others  are  perhaps  do- 
ing all  they  can.  One  thing  is  sure,  if  all 
the  members  would  give  as  liberally  ac- 
cording to  their  means,  as  some  do,  the 
church  would  raise  $3,000  instead  of  the 
amount  indicated  in  the  budget  prepared 
by  the  Finance  Committee.  Do  not  make 
your  giving  a  burden  to  yourself,  and  do 
not  give  grudgingly — God  loves  a  liberal 
and  cheerful  giver,  and  what  we  give 
for  the  support  of  the  church  to  which 
we  belong  should  be  given  with  a  glad 
heart. 

The  Consistory  will  insist  upon  having 
pledge  cards  signed  by  all  of  the  mem- 
bers for  the  present  year.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  there  will  be  a  published  state- 
ment of  the  amounts  pledged  and  of  the 
amounts  paid  by  each  member.  This  has 
been  suggested  by  members  outside  of 
the  Consistory  as  well  as  by  members  of 
the  Consistory.  The  Consistory  is  of  the 
opinion  that  every  member  of  the  church 
should  know  all  about  the  finances  of  the 
church  and  when  fully  informed  they  will 
contribute  more  liberally  for  the  support 
of  the  church.
